Kennedy, Macm illan 


Seek New N A T O Plan 
On Nuclear Defense 


WASHINGTON 
(APT - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy and British Prim e 
Minister Harold Macmillan wind 
up their allied policy talks today 
with an evident determination to 
seek 
the 
cooperation 
of 
other 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion powers 
in forming a 
new 
“ partnership” 
in 
nuclear weap­ 
ons defense. 
The two leaders were scheduled 
to issue a joint statement on the 
results of their three days of con­ 
ferences at the White House. It 
was expected to stress a need for 
greater unity in allied ranks.

at 
Cambridge, Mass., Friday night. 
For the first time. he gave some 
official indication of the nature of 
his talks with Kennedy, although 
American and British diplomats 
have been providing regular, in­ 
form al reports on the talks which 
began last Tuesday. 
The prim e minister called for 
“ a partnership in the nuclear as 
well 
as 
con\entional 
(weapons) 
field,” and U.S. officials here said 
that Kennedy and he had talked 
about this idea and Kennedy sup­ 
ported it. 
The U S. 
and 
British leaders 
were reported to have expressed 
privately in their talks concern 
about the 
French policy 
under 
President 
Charles de Gaulle of 
building up a separate nuclear 
striking force for France. They 
evidently fear this would eventual­ 
ly lead to similar action by other 
European 
allies and 
produce a 
dem and in West Germany for an 
independent nuclear force. 
Presumably, Kennedy and Mac­ 
millan 
hope that the 
“ partner­ 
ship” idea, when fully developed, 
will result in a change in French 
policy. 
This issue, which Macmillan de­ 
scribed as vital to the future of 
NATO, seemed certain to come 
up at a NATO foreign m inister’s 
meeting 
set for Oslo, 
Norway, 
early next month and to figure 
also in Kennedy's talks with De 
Gaulle at Paris around June I. 
The problem 
may 
also enter 
into Kennedy’s meeting here next 
week with West German Chancel­ 
lor Konrad Adenauer. They are 
expected 
to discuss Berlin and 
G erm an problems, the future de­ 
velopment of NATO and European 
trade m atters.

sent teams of agents Friday to 
four wine stores in Dayton and

and equip­ 
ment. 
The agents took four truckloads 
of gear from the Dayton stores. 
Malcom Frank, head of three wine 
stores, said; 
“ I've been selling this stuff for 
about 15 years. I’ve never had 
any trouble before.” 
Jack Haines, operator of both 
stores raided in Cincinnati, said 
his store stocked beer - making 
supplies for years. “ We have sold 
a good volume of it,” he said. 
David Levin, operator of the oth­ 
er Dayton store raided, is due for 
arraignment Monday before a U S. 
commissioner

raignment is scheduled Tuesday.

British liner burst into flames to­ 
day in the Persian Gulf and was 
abandoned.

more survivors.

Co., said the ship may have been 
in a collision in the darkness be­ 
fore catching fire.

A report on the beef cattle pro­ 
ject using Charolais and Hereford 
cattle will highlight the Ohio Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Station’s Beef j 
Cattle Day, April 20, at the South­ 
eastern Substation a Carpenter in 
Meigs County, according to George 
Hamrick, County agent. 
Hamrick said Ohio farmers 
will see the early results of the 
project crossing the Hereford, a 
popular beef animal, with the 
Charolais, a newcomer to the 
American beef scene. Dr. Roy M. 
Kottman, director of the O h i o 
Agricultural Experiment Station, 
who will welcome guests, said, 
“ The two breeds were selected 
for the research project because 
of their difference in size. 
One of the objectives of the pro­ 
ject is to determine if there 
is 
any relation between the size of 
the beef animal and its perfor­ 
mance under two methods of fat­ 
tening.” 
Charolais cattle of the type used 
in the experiment are large beef 
animals with a cream 
to white 
hair coloring. The breed, Hamrick 
said, originated in France during 
the 18th century and became a 
prominent beef breed in the cen­ 
tral grasslands of that country. 
Bred first as a draft animal, it 
underwent selective breeding for 
beef type arn* became France’s 
most 
important 
beef breed 
be­ 
cause of the extensive geographi­ 
cal area it occupied and the qual­ 
ity of meat it produced. 
* * *

ries of South and North America 
have imported Charolais in the 
past half-century. American breed­ 
ers have found them useful 
in 
crossing with the English breeds, 
Hereford, Angus, and Shorthorn.

Dr. Earle Klosterman of tile sta­ 
tion’s department of animal sci­ 
ence has said that one of the ob­

Profitable corn yields depend on 
an adequate plant population phis 
high soil fertility. 
As an example of how 
this 
works, 
in 
Ohio 
tests, 
corn 
yields averaged 113 bushels per 
acre with a 19,000 stalk popula­ 
tion. but only 73 bushels with 
9.000 
plants per acre. These 
tests were made on 55 fields 
over a three year period. 
On high yielding fields with a 
high plant population average ear 
weight was .4 of a pound, com­ 
pared to .6 of a pound at 
the 
9,000 stalk level. 
This might disturb some farm ­ 
ers who judge corn yields on the 
basis of a crib of large ears. But 
remember, it’s the 
bushels 
per 
acre — not the size of individual 
ears—that bring in the profits. 


Some 
steps 
for 
succeeding 
with high corn plant populations 
are: 
1. Keep your feritlizcr applica­ 
tion rates in balance with antici­ 
pated yields. You can’t grow prof­ 
itable y i e l d s on half fertilized 
fields. 
Add 
sufficient 
nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash, based on 
soil test recommendations. 
2. Use a proper seed plate. Set 
the planter to offset losses of ker­ 
nels; 
control the planter speed 
and the rate of planting. 
3. Use hybrids that are adapt­ 
able to high populations. This 
means hybrids with large root 
systems and strong stalks. Such 
hybrids should be resistant to 
disease and insects and should 
have genetic traits for more ef­ 
ficient use of water. 
4. Use methods to control dam­ 
age from weeds and insects.

poration stocks, this grain becomes 
available for m a r k e t and farm 
use and will c o m p e t e with oth­ 
er fool grain on the market. 
Here’s how the program works:

COOPERATORS who want to re­ 
ceive the cash equivalent of grain 
at the support price may ask CCC 
to act as their agent in marketing 
their grain. As agent for the pro­ 
ducer, CCC will advance the pay­ 
ment to the producer in

through the county ASC office and 
subsequently 
market the 
grain. 
The non-cooperator gets the m ar­ 
ket price, whatever it may be, and 
he will receive no payment under 
the program.

Red China in Food Crisis 


Western observers have not penetrated 
the 
cloak 
of 
secrecy 
surrounding Red 
China's agricultural failures of the last 
two years sufficiently to fanthom the ex­ 
tent of that country's teeming food pro­ 
blems, but several Chinese actions in re­ 
cent weeks have shown the famine to be 
more serious than the communist govern­ 
ment has admitted. 
Refugees from the Chinese mainland to 
the free world tell of discontent in the 
“people s liberation army" of three mil­ 
lion as a result of food shortages, and grow­ 
ing resentment in the s h a b b i I y-treat- 
ed civilian population. 
Even by appropriating a greater share 
of agricultural resources for the military, 
China has not been able to garner suffic­ 
ient food to maintain the discipline it must 
have to survive. R has taken the unprec­ 
edented step of ordering $200 million worth 
of grain and f e r t i l i z e r from Canada 
and Australia as an immediate relief m ea ­ 
sure. 
Resorting to outside 
sources for its 
grain requirements is an unusual step for 
Peiping for several reasons. It is public 
acknowledgment of China's own failures, 
news of which the communists have been 
doing their best to suppress. And Peiping 
is paying hard cash for its outside pur­ 
chases. thus depleting already limited for­ 
eign exchange. 
A few weeks before the purchases were 


announced Peiping reported it had sus­ 


pended temporarily all capital construct­ 
ion and new industrial development pro­ 
jects. It is now obvious this was done to 
preserve monetary reserves for more im­ 


mediate food needs. 
Futher indication of the urgent neces­ 
sity for obtaining basic food items is the 
fact orders to Australia and Canada are for 
milled grain and flour, to be delivered to 
mills in Chinese port cities. No seeds for 
future crops are included. 
China's agricultural problem is one of 
an overpopulated country operating with 
obsolete tools and an oppressive bureau­ 
cracy. The 2.3 million tons of grain it has 
brought from outside sources will not last 
beyond a few' weeks, even if the general 
populace sees none of it. 
If this year’s crops do not improve great­ 
ly over recent harvests, Peiping will race 
a crisis which could break the back of the 
Kremlin's most powerful ally.

Both Chan­ 
cellor Konrad Adenauer and Willy 
Brandt, m ayor of Berlin, have ex­ 
pressed concern on this score. 
Will the testimony document the 
existence of an 
operating Nazi 
underground'’ 
Will the case go into history as 
another step rn humanity’s slow, 
painful struggle to obtain a work­ 
able system of law and o r d e r 
among nations. 
Finally, no other legal action 
ever brought to a courtroom so 
many reporters and news media 
representatives. Some 560, from 35 
nations, received credentials. This 
is more than double the number 
who covered the Nuernberg trials. 
Moreover, this case Is the first of 
such magnitude to be televised. 
Every aspect of the Eichmann 
trial I- on a gigantic scale. 
It rn a y 
last six w e e k s , to 
months, or longer. 
The indictment contains 15 major 
counts. 
They are distilled from evidence 
in hundreds of documents, select­ 
ed from 300 tons of papers found 
in the archives of Hitler s G er­ 
many. The attorney general, Gid­ 
eon Hausner. is ready to call 39 
witnesses, o th e r information was 
given to ‘ Zero Six.” the special 
police bureau set up to work on 
the case. by 168 persons. Prospec­ 
tive witnesses nave come before 
Israeli consulates in the United 
States, 
Canada, 
Latin 
America 
and Germany. 
Eichmann himself h a s written 
or dictated more than 4.000 type­ 
written pages of his side of the 
story. 
The Belt H a’Am (Community 
Center) of Jerusalem has been 
converted into a huge courtroom. 
It has 756 seats. About two-thirds 
have been reserved for the press. 
The others are set aside for rep ­ 
resentatives 
of 
foreign 
govern­ 
ments, 
Israeli 
government 
offi­ 
cials, judges from other courts, 
lawyers, 
and representatives of 
various political organizations. 
Hebrew will be the official lan­ 
guage of the trial 
It will be translated, simultan 
eously, into English. Frenen and i 
German 
Transistor 
radios 
that 
can lie tuned to these languages I 
will bring the proceedings to spec- I 
tators 
who 
do n o t understand 
Hebrew. 
The basement of the Belt Ha'Am 
has 
been 
equipped 
as 
a press 
room with communications facil­ 
ities. 
including 
numerous 
over­ 
seas telephone circuits to many 
of the capitals of the world. 
These channels — wrich m a y 
have to carry a million words of 
written and spoken news on the 
heavy days — are separate from 
the normal communications m a­ 
chinery of Israel. 
What m anner of man is the ob­ 
ject of all this** 


The Road to Jerusalem 
Many grotesque creatures, the 
cruel, the twisted, the em o tio n al 
deformed, always surface out of 
the great upheavals of history. 
Adolf Hitler was one of these 
And what of Adolf Eichmann.’ 


What put his feet on the road to 
Jerusalem where he awaits trial 
today, 
charged 
with 
crim es 
so 
black as to boggle the im agina­ 
tion0 Was he merely a victim of 
time and circum stance0 
Eichmann joined the Nazi party 
at an early date, 1931, when it 
was still illegal. 
He did not resign when the per­ 
secution of the Jews began in Ger­ 
many in 1935. The burning of the 
synagogues in 1938 did not repel 
him. He did not discard his G esta­ 
po uniform when the fury of the 
persecutions 
grew 
more 
intense 
on the eve of World War II. 
On the contrary, during those 
years 
he 
rose 
rapidly 
on 
the 
Gestapo ladder, until finally he 
becam e the chief of its section on 
Jewish affairs. 
In that capacity, the prosecu­ 
tion charges, he was the opera­ 
tional director of the Nazi plan 
called ‘‘The Final Solution of the 
Jewish 
Problem” —which 
meant 
total extermination. 
This, in outline, constitutes his 
carcer as a Nazi. Otherwise, in 
his 55 years of life, he appears 
to have been eminently undistin­ 
guished. ” 1 am a man of average 
character,” he says. 
There are conflicting versions of 
E ichm ann’s attitude toward Jews 
during 
his childhood 
and early 
youth 
In one. he Is reported to 
have fought with Jewish boys in 
school 
But in another, the ion of 
a Jewish druggist was his best 
friend. 
In statements attributed to him 
by Life magazine, Eichmann w'as 
quoted: 
"I am no anti semite. I was just 
politically opposed to Jews be­ 
cause 
they 
were 
stealing 
the 
breath of life from us.” 
In any event, he became an 
ardent Nazi. 
Two 
years 
after 
joining 
the 
party, 
he 
entered 
its 
‘ Elite 
G uard.” the SS. 
In 1935, the “ Nuernberg Laws” 
were promulgated. They embodied 
Hitler’s phychotic hatred of the 
Jews. Their effect was to strip 
the Jew of his legal and human 
rights, to drive him from the pro­ 
fessions. to “ legally” de naturalize 
him and confiscate his property. 
At this time, Heinrich Himmler, 
chief of the security forces, oider- 
ed 
the 
creation 
of 
a 
“ Jewish 
m useum ” in Berlin. Somehow the 
faceless file clerk. Eichmann, was 
assigned to organize it. 
Apparently, he becam e fascinat­ 
ed with the work. He learned some 
Hebrew and Yiddish. In short ord­ 
er. he was able to convince his 
superiors that he was an ‘“expert” 
on Jewish matters. 
He rode to high position in the 
Gestapo. In rank, he was only a 
lieutenant colonel. But at one time 
he was directing three separate of­ 
fices dealing with Jewish affairs. 
Presently, he was organizing de 
portations 
of Jews 
from those 
parts of Europe under Nazi con 
trol. As it spread to more and 
more countries, millions of Jew’s 
cam e into the Naxi net. 
On June 
20. 1942, 
14 SS chiefs 
assembled 
at Wannsee. in 
Ber­ 
lin. Eichmann was among them 
To this conference, the word was 
carried that Hitler had ordered 
“ the final solution of the Jewish 
problem ”—mass destruction. 
It seems also to have envisaged 
the extermination of some 30 mil­ 
lion Slavs and several hundred 
thousands Gypsies in conformity 
with Nazi 
theories of the “ sub­ 
human races.” 
One 
of 
Eichm ann’s 
Gestapo 
aides. 
Maj. 
Dreter 
Wislisczeny. 
who was hanged in 1948, said in 
a deposition: 
“ Eichmann told 
me 
that the 
w’ords ‘final solution’ meant the 
biological 
extermination 
of 
the 
Jewish race I realized at the time 
that the order was a w arrant for 
millions of people and that the 
power to execute this order was 
in Eichm ann’s hands. . . 
The ghastly work began . . . 
machine guns and automatic rifles 
first . . . then gas vans with ca r­ 
bon 
monoxide 
coming 
into 
the 
sealed compartment as the truck 
rolled along . . . both methods 
too slow and inefficient . . . fin­ 
ally, 
the 
h u g e 
extermination 
cam ps of Auschwitz, Behen and 
others with their great gas cham ­ 
bers 
and crematoria 
. . . the 
ultimate in murderous efficiency. 
How did this affect Adolf Eich­ 
mann, the ex-salesman and for­ 
mer file clerk now a big man in 
the SS” 
Wislisczeny’s deposition says he 
began 
drinking 
heavily, 
chain 
smoking, engaging in illicit affairs 
with women in many cities. 
Apparently, he began to fear 
for his life. He never rode in air­ 
planes 
He earned an arsenel of 
sub machine guns and hand gre­ 
nades in his automobile. At night, 
soldiers — sometimes arm ed wnth 
m ortars—guarded the place where 
he slept. 
Yet the Life Magazine statement 
attributed to him says he told his 
men in th# last days of Nazi G er­ 
many: 
“ I will gladly jum p into my 
grave in the knowledge that five 
million enemies of the Reich have 
already died like animals 
. . I 
spoke these 
word! harshly 
and

Referring to the Wannsee Con­ 
ference of 1942 when Hitler al­ 
legedly ordered the “ Final Solu­ 
tion” — meaning extermination— 
the article says: 
“ (Heydrich) assured me that 
neither I nor my men would have 
anything to do with the physical 
liquidation . . . we would round 
up the Jews for others.” 
He says he never watched the 
Jews 
being 
herded 
into 
trains 
headed for the death camps. And 
he says he declined an invitation 
to 
witness the 
asphyxiation 
of 
some captives. 
“ I regret nothing,” the article 
quotes him as saying. “ I will not 
humble myself or repent in any 
way.”

The rest of the story is soon 
told 
The war ended. Eichmann, dis 
guised as an Air Force sergeant, 
escaped from an American prison 
camp. For a time he worked as 
a lumberjack in North Germany. 
Then 
discovering 
that 
Jewish 
agents were on his trail, he made 
his way to Spain. 
From there he wen! to Italy, 
and then to South America where 
he was “ Ricardo Clement.” con­ 
stantly in disguise, almost con­ 
stantly on the run for IU years. 
In 1959, Israeli agents spotted 
Eichm ann’s wife in Vienna. She 
was renewing her passport. When 
she flew back to Buenois Aires, 
they followed her. 
On May ll, 1960, three men de­ 
scribed by the Israeli government 
as “ volunteer com mandos” cap­ 
tured Eichmann in a suburb of 
Buenos Aires. An airplane carried 
him to Israel.

The Final Accounting 
Adolf Eichmann will sit behind 
sheets of bullet-proof glass in the 
courtroom in Jerusalem . 
A glance at the indictment ex­ 
plains why this is considered nec­ 
essary It contains 15 counts, and | 
the first of these is murder. It 
reads: 


“The accused . . , caused the 
killing of million-, of Jews in his 
capacity as the person responsible 
for the execution of the Nazi plan 
for the physical extermination of 
the Jews. known as ‘The Final 
Solution of the Jewish Problem.’ ’ 
Then comes a ledger of death, 
the dates, the places, the groups 
that did the killing, and a ghastly 
column of figures. 
“ In Lithuania, more than 80,000 
Jews; in Latvia, more than 80,- 
OOO Jews; in Estonia, 470 Jews; 
in Tilsit, about 5,500 Jew s.” And 
so on and on, across Nazi-occu­ 
pied Europe 
This, the indictment alleges, is 
the accounting for only one opera­ 
tional group during a given per 
iod of time 
The 
indictment 
also 
names 
three 
o t h e r 
such 
operational 
groups and tabulates the number 
of their respective victims in parts 
of Europe occupied by the Nazis 
In the section covering the mass 
slaughter in the huge exterm ina­ 
tion camps, it accuses Eichmann 
of direct responsibility on a speci­ 
fic point—the means used to kill 
the captives. A paragraph reads 
“ Millions of Jews were oxter 
minated in this cam p (Auschwitz) 
. - in gas chambers, and in 
crematoria, and by shooting and 
hanging The accused directed the 
commanders of that camp to use 
gas known as Zyklon B 
and in 
1942 and 
1944 the accused also 
secured the supply of a quantity 
of gas for the purpose of oxter 
ruinating the Jews ” 
At 
Auschwitz and other such 
camps, men were separated from 
women and children. Each group 
was taken to a different chamber 


with a capacity for several hund­ 
red people. 
There, they were told to strip, 
that while they were taking show­ 
ers their clothes would be de­ 
loused. Once inside the chamber, 
the huge doors were sealed tight. 
Inside, they actually saw what 
appeared to 
be the 
nozzles of 
showers. But no water came out. 
Instead, 
crystals 
of 
Zyklon 
B 
were dropped through the holes 
and the gas formed. Those nearest 
the “ showers” died almost im m e­ 
diately, 
witnesses testified. 
The 
majority, crazed with terror, lived 
about 15 minutes. 
Along with murder, the bill of 
particulars 
filed 
against 
Eich­ 
mann accuses him of organizing 
and directing the deportation of 
Jews, enslaving them, subjecting 
them 
to 
degradation, 
depriving 
them of their human rights, and 
responsibility for “ inhuman suf­ 
fering and torture.” 
Count seven accuses Eichmann, 
among other things, of systematic 
robbery and it says: 
“ The extent of the success of 
such robbery is reflected by the 
fact that w h e n the Germans, at 
Hie time of their retreat in 1945, 
burn 29 stores of personal effects 
and 
valuables 
out 
of 
35 
such 
stores 
the six stores saved 
from the fire were found to con­ 
tain 348,820 m en’s suits, 836.255 
women’s 
dresses, 
38,000 
m en’s 
shorts.” 
Another paragraph 
speaks 
of 
“ vast 
amounts of parts of the 
bodies of tile murdered persons, 
such 
as 
hair, gold teeth, 
false 
teeth, and artificial limbs.” 
Under other sections of the in 
dietment, entitled “ crimes against 
hum anity.” Eichmann is accused 
of 
deporting 
and 
exterminating 
thousands 
of 
Poles, 
Yugoslavs, 
Slovenes and Gypsies. 
And finally, the massive docu­ 
ment echoes one of the cruelest 
tragedies of World War ll—Lidice. 
This was the little village where 
C zech patriots succeeded in assas­ 
sinating Rcinhard Heydrich, “ The 
Hangman, ’ 
one 
of 
Eichmann’s 
immediate superiors. 
In retalia­ 
tion, the Nazis obliterated Lidice 
and all its inhabitants from the 
face of the earth. 
It has been reported that the 
prosecution's brief comprises 1,500 
documents and lines a shelf seven 
feet long. 


Thus, he may attempt to defend 
himself on the grounds: 
1. That it was wartime and. as 
an officer, he had no alternative 
but 
to carry 
out 
orders 
from 
above, This was the principal line 
of defense of the Nazis in the 
Nuernberg trials. 
2. That his was an executive task 
solely, to collect the Jews in a 
given country and to arrange the 
railroad time-tables that carried 
them to the death camps. What 
happened there, he may argue, 
wa* not his responsibility. 
3. That “ my department never 
gave a single annihilation order.” 
Eichm an’s chief defense coun­ 
sel is Dr, Robert Servatius of Co­ 
logne, West Germany. Servatius 
was not 
a Nazi 
lie defended, 
among others at Nuernberg, Fritz 
Sauekel. 
superintendent 
of 
the 
Nazi slave labor camps. Sauekel 
was convicted and hanged. 
Israel is paying Servatius’ fees, 
$20,000. 
He said one of his reasons for 
taking the Eichmann case is that 
he believes “ there will be a possi­ 
bility in this trial for an official 
revision, so to speak, of tile Nuern­ 
berg trials, which were held un­ 
der the shadow of the victorious 
powers. 
I he general 
legal 
principles 
will have to he cleared up some 
tim e.” 
I his apparently refers to the ret. 
reactive character of the Nuern- 
berg Charter, under which the 
Nazi leaders were tried. 
Israel is trying Eichmann un­ 
der a law entitled “ the Nazis and 
Nazi Collaborators (Punishment) 
Law. 5710 ’ It was passed in 1950 
International lawyers describe it 
as an “elaboration” of the Nuern­ 
berg charter and the affirmations 
of the charter in the United N a­ 
tions in December, 1940 
Servatius
